SUMMARY  OF  SPRING  1972  MEETING; 

The  site  for  the  April  28,  1972  meeting  was  the  University  of  Hartford. 
Ethel  Bacon,  music  librarian  at  the  Hartt  College  of  Music  was  our  hos- 
tess for  the  day. 

Richard  Repham,  curator  of  the  Yale  Collection  of  Musical  Instruments 
and  a  concert  harpsichordist,  gave  a  lecture  and  slide  presentation  on 
the  history  and  function  of  the  collection.   Monthly  concerts,  public 
tours,  and  demonstrations  are  offered  and  3  days  a  week  the  Collection 
functions  as  a  public  museum.   Hours:   Tues.  &  Thurs.,  2-^;  Sun.,  2-5. 
During  a  question  and  answer  period,  Mr.  Repham  answered  questions  on 
restoration. 

Robert  E.  Smith  of  radio  station  WTIC  spoke  on  "Music  of  the  Theater", 
tracing  his  career  from  his  boyhood  days  in  Philadelphia,  through  his 
years  at  Victor  and  on  to  k6   years  at  WTIC.   Mr.  Smith  also  talked  of 
his  international  collection  of  over  30,000  recordings  -  how  and  why 
they  are  collected.   In  discussing  Eureopean  v.  American  recording  com- 
panies, he  pointed  out  that  European  companies  show  a  responsibility 
to  new  artists  and  scout  for  new  talent  offering  financial  support.  He 
pointed  to  a  need  for  this  type  of  support  and  encouragement  in  the  U.S. 

A  panel  comprising  Margaret  Raines  (Boston  Public  Library) ,  Miriam 
McEwen  (Amherst  College)  and  Vera  Baker  (Springfield  Public  Library) , 
discussed  "Popular  Music  in  the  Music  Library".  The  areas  of  budget, 
selection,  and  technical  processing  were  touched  upon  along  with  pro- 
blems such  as  theft,  damage  and  competent  jobbers.  It  appeared,  from 
the  panel's  discussion  and  from  the  audience's  comments,  that  popular 
collections  are  virtually  non-existent  in  many  music  libraries  due  to 
various  reasons.  A  display  showing  types  of  materials  and  physical 
treatments  was  at  hand. 

At  the  business  meeting,  the  nominating  committee  submitted  the  follow- 
ing slate  of  officers  for  1972-73 »  which  was  unanimously  approved: 
Chairwoman:   Dorothy  HcAdoo,  Univ.  of  Conn,  at  Storrs. 
Vice-Chairman:   Robert  Loud,  Concord  Public  Library. 
Secretary-Treasurer:   Vera  Baker,  Springfield  Public  Library. 
Member-at-Large:   Kenneth  Roberts,  Williams  College.

This  year  certainly  promises  to  be  an  exciting  one  for  our  NEMLA  chapter. 
It  is  hoped  that  our  activities  will  entice  prospective  members  and  sti- 
mulate the  interest  of  members  whose  enthusiasm  might  have  waned.   The 
fall  meeting  is  centered  around  the  theme  of  Ethnomusicology ,  and  we  have 
some  distinguished  speakers  planned  for  that  program.   Looking  ahead  to 
the  spring  meeting,  Rob  Loud  is  already  considering  a  day  devoted  to  Mu- 
sic Education  and  its  impact  on  music  libraries.   At  a  recent  meeting, 
the  NEMLA  Executive  Board  also  talked  of  the  possibility  of  a  joint  meet- 
ing later  in  the  year  with  the  Net*/  York  chapters  and,  if  our  group  is  in- 
terested, we  will  pursue  this  idea  with  the  Greater  New  York  City"  and  New 
York  State  Chapter  chairmen.   Since  the  1973  summer  MLA  meeting  is  being 
held  in  Las  Vegas,  such  a  meeting  would  give  an  opportunity  for  New  England 
members  who  cannot  travel  to  Las  Vegas  a  chance  to  meet  with  other  East 
Coast  librarians. 

I  would  like  some  response  from  our  group  regarding  possible  chapter  pro- 
jects.  One  suggestion  already  make  has  been  the  publication  of  a  manual 
for  public  library  record  catalogers.   Another  possibility  is  the  revival 
and  continuation  of  the  project  for  a  union  list  of  serials  in  New  England 
music  libraries.   Any  information  concerning  the  location  of  the  fox-ms  al- 
ready submitted  to  Dorothy  Traub  for  the  latter  project  would  also  be  appre- 
ciated.
